| Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations 


Tre sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter-section of 
| available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch 
| ewan or Alberta. Applicant must appearin per- 
son at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles af his home 
stead on @ farm of at least 80 aeres, on certain 
| conditions. A habitable house 1s required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standing may pre-empt a quarter-section along- 
side his homestead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—six months residence in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent; also 50 
acres extra cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead patent, on cer. 
tain conditions. : 

A settler who hasexhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased hampstead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 peracre. Diuties---Must ro- 
side six monthsin each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 00, 

The area of cultivation 1s subject to reduction 
{nu case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live 
sock may be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

“The crop situation on this con- 
tinent shows no material change in 
conditions from those of a week ago. 
The situation of fall sown grain 
shows steady growth where already 
in the ground. Still, there are parts 
jwhere much intended seeding is de- 
|layed for more safety against ravages 
of insects that are causing damage 
more or less in all seasons, A wider 
acreage is devoted to wheat seceding 
than that of the last season. 

Vor spring grain much plowing is 
done and the weather is proving fav- 
orable toward future preparation be- 
fore the setting in of real winter. The 
situation is satisfactory, but it is well 
to bear in mind that such early start- 
ing is possible to be changed by un- 
favorable weather or other catises of 
injury not now apprehended, In the 
spring wheat states, sentiment is that 
there will also be a broadening of land 
to be appropriated for wheat grow- 
ing in the new season. Very inuch 
plowing has been done and the wea- 
jther yet promises that an unusual 
| breadth is to be devoted to the wheat 
crop in the new year. It is not only 
possible, but very probable that con- 
ditions must longer remain favorable 
before the ensuing crop may have a 
depreciating effect upou current val- 
lcs, 

In the southern hemisphere, the 
promise of the crop to be harvested 
is of low yield in nearly all countries, 
and in some of them the situation is 
extremely bad. Rains are occasionally 
reported in parts of the Argentine, 
but when well understood their im- 
proving effect appears to afford very 
little sentiment -as to their worth 
upon the growing crops. That the 
world is short in its supplies is very 
well understood, Talk of an embargo 
is current on the export of grain in 
some important surplus countrics, 

Australia does not appear to have 
the quantity of surplus wheat that had 
been estimated. Complaints are to 
hand of too much dryness for broad 
seeding in India. Cold and wet wea- 
ther interrupts seceding in France, and 
another unsuccessful crop year is ap- 
prehended. In fact, no important 
country in Europe sends out tidings 
_of real hope to be guaranteed to any 
extent upon that continent Of 
course, it'_s yet early and many chan- 
ges may arise, but none of definite 
character are vet spreading. When 
all is said, the most hopeful outlook 
at this time is in North America. It 
is too early, however, to entertain ex- 
pectation of the large crop needed to 
bring up a surplus for another year 
that will materially disturb the high 
prices now at hand for this.”

To War Conditions; 


Increases im Britain Not Due to 


Rings and Combines 


Reporting on the results of a Gov- 
ernmental investigation into the high 
cost of living problems in Great Bri-} 
tain, Canada’s Trade Commissioner 
at London, Mr. Harrison Watson, 
outlines the findings and recommen- 
dations of the Committee of Econ- 
omic Authoritics appointed last June, 
The committee, in an interim report 
recently issued, finds that war con- 
ditions make high prices inevitable, 
and that these high prices are not due 
in the United Kingdom to the exist- 
ence of rings, combines or other 
forms of price manipulation. 

It is found that food prices have 
risen during the war by an average 
of sixty-five per cent. Bread has gone 
up by fifty-four per cent.; sugar, one

OSITION OF THE FRENCH P 
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ON SUBJECT OF PREMATURE PEACE 


PERMANENT PEACE ONLY AFTER ALLIED VICTORY 


A Peace At Any Price Member of the French Parliament 
Rebuked by Premier Briand, who Enunciates the Determined 
Stand France has Taken for Freedom 


The stop-the-war party in the 
French Parliament consists of ex- 
actly three members of the Chamber /{ 
of Deputies. These are three gentle- 
men who lately went to Kienthal, in 
Switzerland, to meet German Social- 
One of these members, M. Bri- 
zon, has just given M. Briand an op- 
portunity for making the finest ex- 
tempore speech he has ever delivered 


in the chamber, The stop-the-war 
member asked why France should 
continue to spill her blood when she 
could negotiate peace. This brought 
M. Briand to the tribune at once, He 
said: 

M. Brizon, look at the country, and 
you will see that France did not make 
this ghastly war of her own free will. 
After over forty years of peace, 
which she preserved under most try- 
ing and, 1 may say, sometimes tragic 
circumstances, she was one day sud- 
denly attacked. This war was forced 
upon her, your country, M. Brizon. I 
think France does stand for some- 
thing in mankind and in the ideas of 
mankind, Your country has a great 
past, and this country whence some 
of the most gencrous ideas of the 
civilized world have radiated; is sud- 
denly clutched at the throat in a bru- 
tal and most unjustifiable aggression, 

For two years your country, M. 
Brizon, has had the honor of being 
the champions of right, has kept back 
the invader, and has taken arms in 
the cause of all humanity, and now 
when this country’s blood has been 
poured in French fields you come and 
say “Let us negotiate peace!” W hat 
an outrage would not this be upon 
the memory of our heroes who have 
fallen for their country! (Great ap- 
plause, many members standing.) 
Your country, M. Brizon, is invaded. 
Ten of its departments are under the 
enemy’s heel, crimes have been com- 
mitted against our population, wo- 
men and girls have been abducted, 
and this is the moment you choose 
for saying “ct us negotiate, let us 
ask for peace.” (Renewed applause.) 
You little know French pride if you 
think that France would save her 
money and even the blood of her 
sons at the price of such humiliating 
conditions, 

What sort of peace do you think 
you want for this France? You ‘do 
not know Germany, M. Brizon. <A 
premature peace would mean a war- 
like peace, and Germany’s mystic in- 
fatuation would prompt her to try 
again tomorrow the onslaught upon 
us in which she has failed today, Is 
that the future you want for your 
country? France has bled for noble 
ideas, the wreath of ‘glory already 
glows on her brow, and this, when 
peace comes, will give her fresh en- 


ists. 
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ergy for work. If you want a world's 
peace, if you want justice and free 
dom to triumph, pray for your coun- 
try’s victory, M. Brizon; never try to 
persuade your  fellow-countrymen 
that peace can be obtained today. 
That sort of peace would be humili- 
ating and dishonorable, Not one 
Frenchman can wish for such a peace,

Good Results from 
Campaign to Save Cattle 


More Now Being Returned to Farms | 
Than a Year Ago | 


That far greater numbers of cattle, 
are being returned to the farms of| 
Western Canada that was the case 
one year ago, is the statement made 
by \W. G. Styles, president of the Re-| 
gina Board of Trade, 

Altogether the steps taken by the 
Dominion and provincial authorities, 
and the banks and loan institutions, 
Mr, Styles stated, were producing 
splendid results, Officials in close 
touch with the situation were de- 
lighted with the result of the cam-| 
paign, and steps would be taken in 
future, he believed, to keep the fe- 
male stock on the farm as far as Pos-| 
sible, instead of allowing it to be 
shipped away for market purposes. 

The Dominion Government had a 
representative located at Ottawa, as 
also did the Saskatchewan depart- 
ment of agriculture, for the purpose 
of buying up young stock for the) 
farmers of the prairie province who 
required it. The Grain Growers’ As- 
sociation also had a representative 
on the ground, and the result was; 
that much stock intended for the 
market found its way back to the far- 
mer who was in need of it. 

A remarkable thing in connection 
with the movement back to the farm, | 
it was pointed out, was the great 
number of young cattle which were 
shipped back to the farms of Saskat- 
chewan, in comparison with the other 
provinces. Mr. Styles was inclined to| 
the opinion that the publicity cam- 
paign, waged in this*province both 
through the press and by the grain 
growers, the Regina Board of Trade,! 
the banks, the loan and mortgage 
companies and the government, was 
responsible in no small measure for 
more cattle being returned to Sas- 
katchewan farmers than was the case!

| Earl Grey, Former Governor-General 
Relates Interesting Interview 


During a discussion in the Lords 
| regarding the operations of the Ger- 
}man submarine U-53 off the coast of 
the United States, Earl Grey, for- 
mer Governor-General of Canada, in 


| asking for assurances that reports re- 
\garding the conduct of commanders 
'of American destroyers in this con- 
nection were incorrect, gave an in- 
‘teresting account of a conversation 
{he had had with Admiral Dewey as 
| to the action of Capt. Chichester, of 
{the British navy, in Manila Bay at 
joutbreak of the Spanish-American 
war. Alluding to the question put by 
Baron Charles Beresford to Viscount 
Grey, the foreign secretary, with re- 
gard to the German submarine oper- 
ations, which Viscount Grey subse- 
quently answered. Earl Grey said: 
“Ts there any truth in the state- 
ment in the press of Tuesday, Oct. 
10, that the commander of the Ger- 


|man submarine U-53 asked the com- 


inanders of American destroyers 
Denham and MacDougal to clear out 
of the way so that he might have 
room to blow up the ships he was 
attacking, and whether it is true that 
the American destroyers acceded to 
the German request. 


“To me it is so incredible that 
commanders of American war vessels 
should have acted in the way report- 
ed that I cannot and will not believe 
it until all room for doubt is re- 
moved, Such action on the part of 
the American war vessels would in- 
volve a new and startling departure 
from the old traditions of mutual 
service between America and Eng- 
land in the cause of humanity. The 
custom of both British and American 
sailors in all parts of the world to go 
spontaneously to each other's assist- 
ance in moments of difficulty has 
been so invariable that I had learned 
before the war to regard American 
and British ships as practically ships 
of one united fleet for the purpose 


}of safeguarding and promoting high- 


est interests of mankind. 


“I hope I may be permitted to 
quote one illustration of the way in 
which this spontaneous mutual ser- 
vice has had far-reaching 
promoting goodwill between Amer- 
ica and England. In 1905 I had the 
honor of meeting Admiral Dewey 
and some distinguished members of 
the American Senate at a dinner in 
Washington. On that occasion Ad- 
miral Dewey narrated to me, in a 
voice and with gestures eloquently 
suggestive of the most grateful emo- 
tion, the story—at that time entire- 
ly new to me—of the way in which 
he had received invaluable assist- 
ance from Capt. Chichester at Ma- 
nila. Dewey informed me that the 
presence at Manila of German cruis- 
ers with a heavier displacement than 
that of the American ships caused 
him to realize the grave character of 
the danger menacing his country 
in the event of the German ships 


| beginning the-hostile action, of which 


he at that time had reason to be ap- 
prehensive, 

“He described how the whole Am- 
erican fleet watched in silent anxiety 
the visit of the German Admiral to 
Capt. Chichester’s ship and the in- 
tense relief with which they saw, 
shortly after the German admiral’s 
return to his own ship, his majesty’s 
ships under Capt. Chichester’s com- 
mand hoist their anchors and shift 
their positions, which placed them in 
line of fire between the 
German and the American ships. No 
action has ever done more to promote 
the friendly feelings of one nation to 
another than that one action of Capt. 
Chichester, which I believe to have 
been absolutely spontaneous on his 
part, and which action is well known 
to every officer in the naval service 
of the United States. 

“LT trust that the noble Viscount 
may be able to assure the House

Premature Kind 


British Officers Want to Finish the 
Job as They Know They 
Can Do It 


Arthur S. Draper, of the New York 
Tribune, cabling concerning his re- 


cent visit to the British front, said: 

_ “Near the end of my visit [ saw 
General Sir Douglas Haig walking 
jalong a road, in earnest conversation 
| with another British commander, He 


showed not the slightest sign of 
| worry, He seemed to be in perfect 
his face ruddy, his strong 


body swinging with the motion of a 
trained athlete. He might have been 
taking his “constitutional” in Hyde 
Park in pre-war times instead of in 
France as the head of Britain’s won- 
derful army. I wondered if Prince 
Rupprecht and the Crown Prince 
were taking a similar stroll, oblivious 
to the waves of flesh and steel batter- 
ing against their lines. 

The British officers at the front 
fear only one thing, and that is a 
premature peace, They want to fin- 
ish the job as they know they can 
do it. 

A young German officer taken pris- 
oner resented all overtures with a 
cold, haughty, arrogant manner until 
finally he was invited to join the 
mess of the officers who captured 
him. Then he broke into tears, ap- 
parently amazed that the enemy 
could show such kindness. If the war 
has brought out the worst in the Ger- 
mans, it has produced the best in 
the British, The English bulldog 
now has a strain of the fox terrier, 
without having lost any of the tenac- 
ity of the bull. This is a factor that 
must be considered in the future bat- 
tles of the war. Perhaps the close 
association of the British with the 
French is partly responsible, but in 
any case the Germans no longer face 
an army that rushes into battle head- 
long, hoping to win by bravery alone, 

Stretched out on a cot in a_ base 
hospital that we visited was a blonde- 
haired man of forty, his face showing 
no signs of the rheumatic pains that 
were shooting through his legs. The 
colonel who was taking us around 
stopped before the bed and asked 
the man if he was a Prussian, He 
nodded, without change of expres- 
sion, though we could see the bed- 
| clothes move as his body stiffened. 


“Blonde beasts, some call them,” 
remarked the colonel. “But you must 
admire their proud spirit, which does 
not desert them even as prisoners.” 


I asked another high officer if the 
Prussians had been fighting well late- 
ly. He paid them a high compliment, 
saying that they were accepting their 
full share of the brunt of the battle 
and doing everything humanly pos- 
sible to stem the tide that had set in 
against them. Where Germany is 
going to be sorely tried in the great 
battles of the future will be in the 
lack of those very Prussians, who 
have fought so valiantly and paid :o 
dearly on the Somme. Next spring 
Germany will still have an immense 
army, but it will never be the fight- 
ing machine that began the present 
year, 

With the same foresight evidenced 
in the German military machine, 
many of its officers were reserved to 
train new men, It was not until the 
pressure on the Somme became so

man officers .has saved them from 
many tight places in the Somme 
fighting, and, if possible, they have 
now grown more rigid. There have 
been frequent stories of German sol- 
diers found chained or strapped to 
their guns. I asked a few British 
officers for corroboration on this 
point. They scouted the idea. The 
straps, they said, were to carry the 
machine guns over the shoulders, 


thus relieving the burden on the 
arms. 
“One boche machine-gun man,” 


said one of them, “was stabbed seven 
times before we captured his gun. 
There is no question of their bravery. 
The German machine gun corps in- 
clude the pick of the army, for they 
depend tremendously on this wea-

Conserving Livestock 


High Prices for Feed Should Not 
Result in Depletion of 
Animals 


That there is need of the “Produc- 
and Thrift’ campaign, is con- 
ceded by every Canadian who has 
taken stock of his country’s re- 
sources. High prices of our natural 
products are esirable, but they 
have a bad effect if care is not taken 
by producers when selling. If a 
farmer, influenced by the prevailing 
market quotations, clears off all his 
| stock, he is not enriching himself nor 
his country, Rather is he making 
both himself and the Dominion 
poorer, It has been observed by those 
|familiar with cattle conditions that 
{many of the farmers are selling off 
animals that would be very useful for 
| breeding purposes. These go straight 
{to the butcher, and as meat products 
their value is limited, but as breeding 
animals their value would be unlim- 
hited, 

| Statistics which have been collect- 
ed show that Canada had 2,600,000 
}milch cows in 1915, and has 63,000 
less now; that against 3,400,000 cattle 
a year ago we have 3,815,000; that of 
2,038,000 sheep in 1915 we have 1,965,- 
/000 now, and of 3,111,000 swine in 
11915 we have 2,814,000 today. 

| These are serious decreases and 
we have not seen the end of them, 
\If Western Canadians are to enjoy 
all the prosperity they are entitled to, 
‘they must be conservative in their 
live stock sales. 

Of course, with feed commanding 
high prices and live stock not in- 
| creasing commensurately in price, the 
| farmers may be tempted to let their 
cattle, sheep and swine go, but ex- 
1 show that this will be 
poor business.

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Farmers Are Prosperous | 


W. P. Hinton Looks for Large Influx 
From U.S. After the War 


“All indications show that the vol- 
ume of immigration into Canada 
from the United States at the close 
of the war will be remarkably large,” 
said Mr, W. P. Hinton, traffic mana- 
ger of the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way, in an interview. 

Mr. Hinton reports a very gratify- 
ing movement of settlers into Wes- 
tern Canada during the past ummer. 
These settlers have been possessed of 
considerable means and good equip- 
ment. They were doubtless attracted 
by the lower prices of farm lands, 
which generally prevailed, and by the 
certainty that even if one crop can be 
secured, equal to the general yield of 
last year, the entire purchase price of 
the land will be regained. 

“Western Canada,” said Mr. Hin- 
ton, “is on the eve of tremendous de- 
velopment and prosperity. Splendid 
prices have been obtained for the 
grain. 

“The country districts, at no time 
within the past year, have been able 
to secure their fall supplies, as it 
seems quite impossible for eastern 
manufacturers to keep the demand 
supplied promptly. Farmers are ex- 
ceedingly prosperous; their purchas- 
ing power was never so great, and 
perhaps a striking illustration of this 
fact is that approximately $2,000,000 
more than any other year has been 
expended by the rural population in 
the purchases of automobiles. In fact 
the automobile seems to have become 
a farm necessity, and even if we are 
disposed to consider it an extrava- 
gance it certainly adds to the joy of 
living in the agricultural districts of 
Canada. 

“If we had our 150,000 men we 
have sent to the front with us again, 
it would take some speeding up of 
eastern manufacturers to furnish even 
the necessaries of life in the West.” 


Demand for Eggs 


Egg Demand Is Still Growing in the 
Dominion 


According to a statement issued by 
the department of agriculture, at no 
time in the history of the Dominion 
has the necessity for increased pro- 
duction of eggs and poultry been 
more apparent than at the present 
time. The demand is unprecedented. 
This is true whether for export or for 
home consumption. Consumers gen- 
erally and even producers themselves 
are eating more and more eggs. The 
average per capita consumption of 
eggs in Canada this year will be 
greater than ever before. 

The market for eggs and poultry 
is very active. Prices to producers 
are extremely high and even at 
these prices trading is increasingly 
active all over the country. The 
prospects for a continued demand are 
very bright. The country is said to 
be facing a shortage, not only of cur- 
rent receipts, but of Canadian stor- 
age stocks as well. So great has been 
the export demand that we shall be 


obliged to import to meet our own 
requirements. 
Between seven and eight million 


dozen Canadian eggs were exported 
to Great Britain last year, and as an 
indication of what is going forward 
this year nearly one million dozen 
were shipped during the first week of 
October.

escant Soldiers 


Convalescent soldiers to the num- 
ber of about 600 who previous to 
March 1 came back from the front 
and spent or are spending still the 
period of their convalescence at their 
homes, and not in hospitals, are to 
get back pay at the increased rate 
which has obtained since March 1, 
Up to the end of Januuary such sol- 
diers having a wife or dependent wid- 
owed mother, who had been in re- 
ceipt of a separation allowance, re- 
ceived 75 cents a day subsistence, in 
addition to the regular pay of $1.10, 
until discharged as cured. At the 
time mentioned the subsistence was 
increased by 85 cents, making a total 
of $1.95 a day, while on March 1 a 
further and substantial increase was 
granted, Those who have returned 
since then have been getting 60 cents 
a day subsistence, $1.10 regular pay 
and also the separation allowance of | 
$20 a month, which, under the regu- 
lation had been discontinued on his 
return, that change increased the 
monthly check from $58.50 to $71.

British Blockade Doing 
Its Work Efficiently 


| Tighter Than a Year Ago and Enemy 


* Feeling the Pinch 


As the days go by it becomes clear- 
er that Lloyd George’s warning to 
the effect that the Allies would not 
consider the well meaning offices of 
any mediator in the present war was 
well timed. From Germany comes 
wails, Max Harden says it is time 
there was a change of Germany’s pol- 
icy. Muensterberg is talking abcut 
peace, and predicting a future alli- 
ance between rBitain, Germany and 
the United States, It is hard to get 
the real truth about the situation in 
Germany, but from all sources we 
learn that the talk of peace is grow- 
ing, and that the pressure exerted by 


the British blockade is becoming har- | 


der to bear. The Anglo-French suc- 
cesses on the Somme and the entry 
of Rumania into the war have had a 
discouraging effect upon the German 
people, although great official efforts 
are made to minimize the importance 
of these events, and Germany's des- 


perate attempt to destroy Rumania’s | 


military strength is dictated as much 
by consideration of its effect upon 
political conditions at home as by 
military reasons. 

A barrister recently returned from 
Germany talks of the spread of revo- 
lutionary tendencies according to a 
correspondent of the New York Her- 
ald. He says there has been rioting 
in Berlin and Cologne, that Berlin is 
under martial law and that in certain 
garrison towns troops are retained 
for the purpose of quelling riots. 
From an absolutely reliable source it 
is learned that a formidable riot oc- 
curred in Hamburg on August 25 and 
26, and the cditor of an important 
Socialist organ has received trust- 
worthy information that Dresden was 
the scene during the last week of 
August of a big riot, in which 280 per- 
sons were killed and 160 wounded. A 
neutral Minister who has been in 
Germany twice in the last six months 
found on the occasion of his second 
trip, at the end of July, that the situ- 
ation had undergone a great change 
for the worse, He was especially sur- 
prised to discover how bad and scan- 
ty food was in Berlin; but it was not 
so much the exorbitant prices as the 


actual shortage of everything that 
struck him most. Another neutral 
Minister says the Berlin government 


is much preoccupied with the inter- 
nal situation, and has to weigh care- 
fully the probable effect on public 
opinion of any contemplated action. 
A Dane who has lived in Berlin for 
six or seven years declares that “the 
spirit of the people is sinking rapidly 
and the public begin to lose faith in 
final victory.” 

With regard to trade and industry, 
the intensity of the preparations be- 
ing made in Germany to hasten the 
delivery of raw materials after the 
war is regarded as the best proof of 
how severely the present lack of 
those materials must be felt in many 
branches of industry. While substi- 
tutes are said to be probably in most 
cases of little practical value, some 
of the inventions may prove of real 
use. In the case of the artificial pro- 
duction of nitrates for use as manure 
and for the production of explosives 
it is reported on the best authority 
that the German process is a really 
valuable commercial proposition, 
which might with advantage be imi- 
tated in other countries. Conditions 
in the textile and leather trades go 
from bad to worse. The supplies of 
cotion for public use are practically 
exhausted, wool is commandeered, 
raw silk is no longer so easily ob- 
tainable, and the flax crop cannot 
provide more than twenty per cent. 
of the requirements of the nation in 
the coming year. The stricter con- 
trol established over every kind of 
raw hide and tanned leather indicates 
a growing shortage and augurs ill for 
the supply of boots for the civilian 
population. The entry of Rumania 


into the war deprives Germany of her} 


principal source of supply of mineral 
oils, and none of the food difficulties 
appears to have been permanently 
and satisfactorily solved. 


With regard to the harvest, the 
yield in general is a good average 
one, The prospects of the potato 
crop are not so good as last year, and 
they have been further depreciated 
by the serious miscalculations of the 
authorities in regard to the distribut- 
ing of the carly potatoes. In order 
to secure the highest prices, the pro- 
ducers dug up their potatoes as fast 
as they were able, whether mature or 
not. They were piled into railway 
wagons still covered with wet earth, 
and delivered in enormous consign- 
ments in the various towns. At first 
there were paeans of rejoicing at the 
bountifulness of the crop, and the lo- 
cal authorities vied with one another 
in placing orders far beyond their 
needs. The result was the potatoes 
began to rot, and in a few dhys the 
situation underwent a complete trans- 
formation, and an inadequate ration 
of one and a half pounds a day had 
to be reintroduced for the rest of the 
year, 

It is expected that conditions re- 
garding food in Germany will grow 
worse instead of better. The British 
blockade is tighter than it was a year 


}ago, and some neutral observers say 


that next spring there is likely to be 
a crisis in Germany, if before that 
time the government is not able to 
improve the situation, But we must 
beware of supposing that the block- 
ade can of itself end the war, The

and tended like the British army, but 
they have enough food to fight on, 
and it is the German armies, not the 
German civil population, that must 
be defeated before the war can end.

Game Protection 


Manitoba Taking Every Precaution 
to Perpetuate Wild Life 


The time is fast approaching when 
the still hunter will undertake his an- 
nual trek in quest of deer; therefore 
it behoves all such persons who 
wish to go hunting deer of any kind 
to provids themselves with the ne- 
cessary resident big game hunting 
permit. 

On entering the office of Charles 
Barber, Chief Game Guardian for 
Manitoba, it is very evident that there 
is quite a movement on in prepara- 
tion for the opening of the deer sea- 
son, owing to the fact that every- 
body about the office is more than 
busy. Every effort is being put forth 
by the Game Department to prevent 
all infractions of the Manitoba Game 
Protection Act and to forestall as far 
as possible undue slaughtering of 
game. More thorough measures are 
being undertaken every year by the 
Game Department in endeavoring to 
protect and perpetuate all our useful 
| wild life. 

A reporter found Mr, Barber ex- 
ceedingly busy attending to the nu- 
merous dutics of his branch, which 
are becoming more onerous annually, 
but was able to obtain the following 
| statement from him. He says his in- 
structions relating to game matters 
are that we must see to it that the 
provisions of the Manitoba Game 
Protection Act are rigidly enforced. 

You see the value of our useful 
game animals, birds, fur-bearing ani- 
mals, ctc.,, taken each year amounts 
to far more than the casual observer 
has any idea of, and I may say the 
edible parts of the useful animals and 
birds, together with the bi-products 
of our game animals, and the pro- 
ceeds received from the sale of skins 
and pelts of fur-bearing animals ta- 
ken within the limits of this province 
annually, easily runs into seven fig- 
ures. Therefore you will readily ses 

the great necessity of doing every- 
thing possible to perpetuate our wild 
life even though it be looked at from 
a monetary standpoint only, Every 
good and intelligent citizen of our 
province should easily see the great 
| necessity and importance of co-oper- 
lating with us in every way possible 
j to protect and perpetuate all our use- 
| fut wild life. 
| _ The different sportsmen’s associa- 
jtions have always co-operated with 
us, and of course are continuing to 

o so. Our Minister, the Honorable 
Valentine Winkler, Minister of Agri- 
culture and Immigration, has author- 
jized ine to carry out promptly any 
good suggestion that representatives 
{of these associations put forward. 

Special attention is drawn to the 
fact that future protection requires 
increased revenue, and all sportsmen 
and others who wish to go hunting 
are expected to take out perinits and 
to help me as far as they can in the 
immense task that is set before me. 
We are doing out utmost to put a 
stop to all illegal shooting, and spe- 
cial energy will be directed against 
all persons who go shooting on Sun- 
day and during the closed season, for 
all such miserable practise must be 
ended, 

Sportsmen and hunters will no 
doubt be interested to know that the 
season for pursuing, hunting, shoot- 
jing at, killing and taking of all kinds 
of deer, moose, ctc., opens on Mon- 
day, the 20th day of November, and 
closes on Saturday, the 9th day of 
| December, 1916, both days inclusive, 
which means that the season for tak- 
ing these animals will open 10 days 
earlier and close 5 days earlier than 
heretofore. 

All persons intending to hunt big 
| game or deer of any kind should pro- 
{cure their permits on or before Sat- 
urday evening, the 18th inst., as the 
issue of these permits will stop on 
{that day, which of course is in ac- 
‘cordance with the provisions of sub- 
| section 4 of section 3 of the Game 
Act. Permits are now ready and in 
| the hands of the Provincial Game De- 
} partment and should be applied for 
}at once, so as to avoid the rush for 
permits which takes place each year 
| during the last few days just preced- 
jing the expiry of the time limit, pro- 
| vided for obtaining such permits. 

Further, for the accommodation of 
the general public and those who 
wish to obtain such permits, we have 
provided for and are having permits 
issued by merchants, in many of the 
| cities, towns and villages throughcut 
the province. The resident big game 
hunting permit fee amounts to $4 
Non-residents of the province must 
procure a non-resident hunting per- 
mit before going to hunt game of 
|any kind within the limits of this pro- 
/ vince; the fees are $15 to $50, All 
big game hunting permits must be re- 
{turned to the Game Department im- 
| mediately after the close of the open 
| season, with the declaration form en- 
dorsed on back of each license, pro- 
perly filled in and completed before 
a police magistrate, justice of peace 
or a commissioner for taking of 
oaths. This affidavit must not be 
sworn until after the 10th day of De- 
cember, 1916, 
| Yes! any person found accompany- 
jing or aiding any other person to 
}hunt or shoot without being provided 
with the necessary permit for such 
| purpose shall be held equally to have 
violated the law and shall be liable 
{to like penalties, 
| It will no doubt be interesting for 
j you to know that we have been suc- 
lcessful in securing sixteen conyic- 
; tions between the 23rd day of Sep- 
}tember and the 29th day of October, 
| 1916, of persons who have violated 
; the provisions of the Manitoba Game 
Protection Act.

The Largest Telescope 


Largest Reflecting Telescope in the 
World at Victoria, B.C, 


For the Dominion - Astronomical 
Observatory at Victoria, B.C., there 
has just been completed a 72-in, re- 
fleeting telescope which ranks in size 
as the largest of that type in exist- 
ence, The mirror, which is used as 
a lens for concentrating the rays of 
light, is actually 73 inches in diame- 


|ter over all, 12 inches in thickness at 


the edges and is perforated by a hole 
10 1-8 inches in diameter. : 

This enormous piece of glass, 
weighing 2 1-2 tons, is so evenly sup- 
ported that no flexure can distort 
the surface, which at no point must 
vary from the theoretical curve more 
than the two-hundred-thousandth 
part of an inch, Although designed 
for use in different ways, what is 
known among astronomers as the 
Cassegrain focus, will represent the 
chief use to which it will be put. This 
means that the light falling on the 
large mirror will be reflected back to 
the upper part of the tube, where a 
19-inch convex mirror is situated, 
and from there back through the per- 
foration in the large mirror to an eye- 
piece, 

The weight of this whole gigantic 
instrument is 55 tons, and it will be 
supported by miassive piers of rein- 
forced concrete. The length of the 
tube is 31 feet and the weight of this 
is 12 tons exactly, The dome and 
obsetving bridge are unique, the for- 
mer being 66 feet in diameter and 
provided with a double shutter with 
an opening 5 feet wide. The tele- 
scope, shutter, windshield and observ- 
ing bridge can be moved to any posi- 
tion required by electric motors 

It is interesting to note that al- 
though a still larger instrument is 
in course of construction, the Can- 
adian telescope holds the palm for 
size at the present time.

RED GROSS NOTES | —— 


‘Carry on! Carry on! 

Fight the good fight and true, 

Believe in your mission, greet life 
with a cheer; 

There’s a big work to do and that’s 
why you are here.’’ 


The Red Cross Sewing Guild of 
Munson have adopted three prison- 
ers of war. This means that they 
send through the Red Cross Society 
weekly parcels of food and other 
necessities. There are four differ- 
ent food parcels made up which are 
sent in rotation 30 as to give varie- 
ty, the value of each being 63. A 

‘first capture’’ parcel, valued at 7s, 
is sent to the man as soon as it is 
known that he isa prisoner. This 
contains the ordinary necessities of 
existance, as a prisoner usually is 
captured with what he stands up in. 

When these prisoners were adopt- 
ed the cost was but $2 a month, 


leith ty it now costs $7 a month for 


each man—a total cost of $21 a 
month. To meet this need a can- 
yass of the Munson district is being 
made by the Red Cross Ladies. 

Each member has promised to 
give at least 10c each week towards 
the Prisoner of War Fund. They 
would be greatly pleased if others 
would volunteer to help this fund 
by small regular contributions. 

At present we have every assur- 
ance that the parcels are reaching 
our prisoners and bringing great 
comfort to them. Let us all help 
to make the lut of these men at 
least bearable under the hateful 
German Rule.
